SHERIFFA (C. G. White) 


This remarkable onco-bred is certainly a triumph. 
The whole flower is iridescent purple, very dark around 
the edges but flashed through the center with a metallic 
lighter shade. $25.00

AIRY DREAM (Sturtevant) 

A delightful clear pink flower that is very popular in our garden, 
and is one of the best of the pink-toned irises. The blooms are large 
and well shaped, and are borne on 3-foot stems. Late. Try planting 
Airy Dream near a clear blue variety, such as Shining Waters, Pale 
Moonlight, or Pacific. 3 for 60c 


ALICE HARDING (Cayeux) 

This is a large yellow of beaut'ful form. It is one of the soft yel- 
lows which are so helpful in harmonizing the colors in our gardens.

CHINA LANTERN (Essig) 

This iris adds a new color note to the garden. The flowers are 
large with standards of old gold, strongly displayed in contrast to 
falls of red-violet. Perfectly hardy. 3¥2 feet. 50c, 3 for $1.25 


CHINA ROSE (Salbach) 

The color is an orchid-rose with soft delicate pinkish standards 
that blend beaut fully with the deeper falls. Flowers early and con- 
tinues well through the season.

The long, hanging falls are a deeper rose-lavender than 
the standards and are overlaid at the center with brown, with a 
distinct pale margin at the edge. An excellent landscape iris.

For deep velvety richness in a glowing deep red iris, Ferric has 
no equal. The large, handsome flowers with wide hanging falls 
and dome-shaped standards are carried on 3-foot, well-branched 
stems and the plants are of unquestioned hardiness. The standards 
are light aster-purple, flushed with brown and the falls deeper and 
redder than Bordeaux. The beard is orange-brown; the flower is

It is not an 
ir's that one forgets. The standards are like sparkling copper and 
the falls are copper with tints of rose-purple. The hafts are bright 
vellow and the beard is brilliant orange. The unopened buds 
resemble burnished copper. It is a large flower on a 38-inch stem. 
Not only is it arare color among irises, it is also strikingly beautiful.

FORT KNOX (Milliken) 

Much of the world’s supply of gold is buried at Fort Knox, Ken- 
tucky. As for the rest, a portion must surely be stored in the depths 
of this glorious yellow iris. Both standards and falls are a uniform 
rich golden yellow with a smooth, even finish and a quality which 
surpasses anything we have ever seen before in a yellow iris. The 
flowers are unusually large with handsome broad falls that flare 
out at a most graceful angle. A hardy vigorous grower with fine 
foliage, a free bloomer, perfectly branched stems, and altogether 
the finest deep yellow iris we have ever seen.

FRIEDA MOHR (Mohr) 

This iris is a luminous pink bi-color of exceptional size, with the 
standards a pale lilac and the flaring falls a deep lilac-rose. Bloom- 
ing period from midseason to very late.

A fine bold iris of real merit. The standards are deep rose-red, 
heavily suffused with gold and the falls are semi-flaring and of 
deep velvety maroon blending into rich brown at the broad hatft.

LADY PARAMOUNT 

The first of the great yellow irises. Large flowers of good sub- 
stance of a soft primrose yellow. An early bloomer. 3'2 feet.

For many years iris hybridizers tried to produce a William Mohr 
seedling. Mr. C. G. White was the first to meet with success in this 
endeavor, and has given us Mohrson. It is a charming and un- 
usual iris, and shows some of the desired oncocyclus character- 
istics. The flowers are enormous, with standards a rich, clear, deep 
violet w.th a cockled and varnished surface and ruffled edges. The 


color in the falls is effected by close veins and is a beautiful shade 
of violet.

This iris is particularly clear and clean in its whiteness; the sur- 
face of the large petals is smooth and polished.

The flowers are in all 
tones of yellow, from light to deep, some a rich orange, 
while still others have reddish markings on the petals.

They are essential plants for the perennial border, 
where the flowers and foliage make a substantial con- 
tribution. By careful selection of early and late bloom- 
ing varieties, bloom may be had from spring almost to 
fall. Place the taller kinds toward the back, lower 
orowing toward the front. Daylilies are especially 
effective planted in clumps or groups about garden 
pools. Their ability to flower in light shade makes their 
use practical when other garden flowers are not 
satisfactory.

A 
rhizome properly grown in this manner is easily worth two or 
three small, poorly nourished rhizomes, dug from a crowded three 
or four-year-old clump. 


We are often asked if our irises are hardy in colder climates. 
Hardiness is inherent in the variety cnd does not depend upon 
where it is grown. There are a few irises which, because of their 
very early spring growth, are su‘ted only for the milder climates 
of California and the South. All varieties are perfectly hardy and 
will survive the most severe climates. 





The iris blooming season in Southern California is earlier than 
in any other section of the country. This means that our rhizomes 
have a longer period in which to develop after the flowering 
season, which is another reason for their husky size and vigor.
